ABSTRACT 

A cleaning device with a liquid absorbing member mounted on a handle, 
with two layers of netting over the sponge, each layer of netting having a node of 
netting internally situated and the two nodes of netting being located over one 
another at the center point of the end of the liquid absorbing member opposite from 
the handle, the netting being secured on the handle adjacent the liquid absorbing 
member, the nets and their nodes being able to move in relation to one another 
and to the liquid absorbing member. 
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
